This morning the Royal Family came to town from

** Tnformation having been received that the rebels 
were in ‘great force at the Seven Churches, Lord 
Powerscourt, with a party of cavalry and infantry, 
from this town, &c. proceeded to Roundwood, to meet 
with a pretty ftrong party from Newton Mt. Kennedy, 
under the command of Liew M‘Laren of the Reay 
fencibles; the whole having ‘proceeded towards. the 
place, the advanced guard was attacked, but on the 
approach of the divifion, the rebels fled, leaving behind 
them upwards of fifty dead bullocks, and great quanti- 
ties of hydes, &c. It appeared that the farm-houfes 
were occupied as barracks. ti 

“ It was part of this body that Lieut. M‘Larew 
engaged and defeated on the rgth, at Ballinarufh, as 
before ftated.” 

On Thuriday General Sir Cuarves Ascii return- 
ed to Kilkenny, with part of the forces which dccupied | 
the pafs of Scallagh, between Mount-Leiniter and Black 
Stairs. We are informed that feveral bodies of rebels, 
endeavouring to efcape, were intercepted—all of whom 
were either put to the fword or driven back into the 
co.

TRIAL OF JAMES DICKEY, FOR HIGH TREASON 
( Continued from our laft. ) 

Yefterday at one o’clock the Court again met to pro- 
ceed in the trial Of Jamas Dickey, when the prifoner 
was found to be such intoxicated, and ie Court ad- 
journed till five o’clock. 

It being fufpeéted that the prifoner had taken poifon, 
an emetic was adminiftered to him in the prifon, which 
brought him to a ftate of recollection. 

At five o’clock the Court refumed its fitting. 

CuristorHer M‘Corry fworn.—Knows Dickey ; 
informs the Court he was made prifoner with many o- 
thers, at Randalftown, by the rebels, on Thurfday 
the 8th inftant ; that Dickey came to him when he was 
confined, and faid to Shields, another. prifoner, be- 
longing to the Toome yeomanry, “ When I was your 
prifoner, L think you did not treat me well; but now 
you are my prifoner, I’ll not revenge it on you, but 
forgive you.” 

Q. By the prifoner.—Were you prefent when Shields 
was made.prifoner? A. I was. 

Q. Did I make him prifoner, or was I there? . A. 
Did not fee you... 

Here the proclamation was produced, iffued by the 

Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council on the 24th ult. 
for ‘martial law; and the evidence was clofed. 
! The Proclamation was read by the Judge Advocate, 
and given to the prifoner, who ed it attentively, 
and faid, there was a Notice iffued by General Nucent 
Jately, which he had feen in the Belfaft News-Letter, 
and requefted he might fend for the- paper, to read it 
to the Court: He did fo, and readthe Notice of Ge- 
neral NuGent, dated 24th inftant, . offering protection 
to fuch people as returned to their. homes, to’ follow 
their ufual occupations ; the.leaders only were exempt- 
ed from that lenity... Prifoner obferved, that none of the 
evidence went to convict him of being a leader, and that 
he thought he ought to benefit by that circumftance. 

The Prefident obferved-to thé prifoner, that his cafe 
did not come under the meaning of the notite,' and de- 
fired him to proceed in hig defences” > - 

The prifoner declined having Jamiefon examined, 
and ultimately faid he would make .no, defence at all. 
He was then remanded to prifon,.'and the ~Court :was 
cleared to deliberate on the fentence. 

* Being found guilty by the Court,:be was fentenced 
to be hanged, and his head cut off and placed on the 
Market-houfe, : 

This fentence being approved of by General Nugent, 
he was t from prifon about eight o’clock in the 
‘evening, to of execution, where he {pent fome 
time in canverfation. The Rev. Mr Kelburne attend- 
‘ed and prayed, which he liftened to with feeming indif- 
erence. About nine o’clock, he mognted a tempo- 


he afked for a drink of water, which having got, he 
requefted his body would be given to:his friends ; the 
executioner then attempted to cover his face with a 
handkerchief, which the prifoner would not aHow, and 
in a few moments after, he was launched into eternity. 
—After hanging fome time, he was taken down, and 
his head fevered from his body, which the executioner 
holding up.in his hand, exclaimed ‘ This is the head of 
a traitor ;” it was then affixed to a pike, and placed on 
the Market-houfe. 

This unfortunate man was in the vigour of his youth ; 
was bred an attorney, and had moderate practice. —He 
appeared very infenfible to his awful fituation.

before we made the land, the Miflionaries had divided in the 
following manner ; eighteen for Otaheite, befides the women 
and children; ten for the Priendly Iflands; and two for the 
Mar as; this being the cafe, we had no time to {pare ; 
oe at as foon as | faw them in their commodions. houfe, 
we failed for Eimeo, with 2 view to get the fhip ready, bet 
more particularly to fee how the natives would beliave during 
the ablence of the fhip. After five days we retarned, found 
them gall well, the natives having treated them with the 
vtmo& kindnefs) Having no time to fpare, we made ail 
fail for the Friendly lauds; this was the 26th of March; 
the rft of April made Palmerfton Iflands; and on the gth, Ton- 
gataboo, the next day we anchored about the place Captain 
Cook lay, according to his bearings. The anchor was no foon- 
er gone, than the fhip was furrounded with canoes, and a num- 
ber of Chiefs came on board, who informed us that two Euro- 
peans were on the Iiland, and to our great joy, they foon after 

wards made their appearance, but of all the men we ever faw, 
thefe were certainly the moft wicked looking fellows; and they 
foon gave us proof they were as bad as they appeared to be; 
one of them was an Irifhman, named John Kennelly; the o- 
ther, Benjamin Ambler of London, They told a ftrange ftory 
refpe@ing their coming to thefe iflands; but this was a matter 
of little conféquence to us, firmly believing that the Lord had 
feat them 2s our interpreters; for chough we had provided, as 
we thought, fufficient inflruments for the purpofe, by bringing 
Peter and two Otahcitans with us, we fhould have been much 
ata lofs, the language differing fo much, that they could not

MEMORANDUM. 

Lieutenant E. M. Eyre, of the 48th regiment of foot, is fy- 

ricded, not having juined the regiment iince his appointment, 


partly told them; they readily agreed to give all the affittance 
in their power. After prine them and the Chiefs prefents, 
they all went on fhore, highly gratified apparently. Very ear- 
ly the next morning, we were furrounded with a prodigious 
number of fingle canoes, befides ten or twelve large double 
ones. From the peaceable manner they left us the night before 
we had not the leaft fufpicion, until the two Europeans came 
and told us, they intended to take the fhip. This, you may 
eafily conceive, alarmed us much. We got the people. to their 
quarters as privately as poflible. After getting thus ready, we 
{caled two of our guns; on this the large canoes began to theer 
off, and a number of the fingle ones followed; whether their 
intention was really to attack us we know not—but it was very 
alarming to fee fo many canoes and people round the veffel, 
prefenting their clubs and fpears for fale, which .might in a 
moment be turned againft us 

“ Ourfears in a great meafure being done away, Ambler 
pointed out 4Chicfs, which he faid were the only ones we need 
-are for. ‘Tibo Mamoe, the prefent king, was then at the point 
of death, and his fon Tugahowe the leaft of the four, would 
cevesin ly Saereed bis farher s fog though is was noe BAY Fight, 
was actually the cafe); he therefore would recommend the 
Miffionaries being placed under his ¢are; after talking with 
them on the fubje&, they readily agreed to go. After a moft 
folenin feafon in prayer, fix of them went with the Chief and 
Ambler, but not before they promifed they fhould want for no- 
thing. After receiving prefents, they all went on fhore before 
dark, and all the canoes left us. The next morning we weigh- 
ed, and run further out, that we might have plenty of room in 
cafe of an attack. About noen, two of the Miffionaries return- 
ed, with the pleafing intelligence that the natives did not at- 
cempt to fteal, but treated them with the greateft refpe&; we 
then loaded the canoes with the remainder of their things, and 
with fuch ftores as they would want. 

‘“ April the r6th, we made the beft of our way towards the 
Marquelas, with the only two Miflionaries on board, Meff. 
Harris and Crook. On the 23d May we difcovered two iflands, 
which we endeavoured to land upon; but the natives, from 
their hoftile difpofition prevented us, On the 4th of June 
made the ifland of Chriftiana, and the next day anchored in 
Refolution Bay, after a long difagreeable paflage of fifty days. 
We no foener arrived, than we were vifited by many of the 
oatives, and among{t them the Chief, whom, after a few vifits, 
we gave to underiland that the two Miffionaries were to {ta 
with him. On hearing this, he could not contain himfelf, but 
jumped about the cabin for joy. He faid, they fhould have a 
houfe, and that they fhould never want while he had to give— 
which we have reafon to believe will be the cafe. 

“ Having now refitted our rigging, which wasin a bad ftate, 
we took an affectionate leave of each other,and failed for Otaheite 
the 27th of June. We arrived in Matavia the 6th of July, 
when I found them all well in health, with one more in num. 
ber than J left, Mrs Henry being delivered of a fine girl. 

“ Having now completed our bufinefs, we took leave of our 
dear friends, and the kind natives, the 4th of Auguft, touched 
at Huahine, which was in adreadful ftate, owing to their wars: 
and on the 18th of Auguft, anchored off Tongataboo, nearly in 
our old birth, where we were vifited by our dear people, who 
informed us they were all well, (except one) and how the Lord 
had preferved them from the machinations of their country- 
men, who had done all in their power to make the peor hea- 
thens deftroy them, and that fome of them had f{eparated with 
a view to counteract their villanous plots. During my ftay, 
Mell. Bachatian and Galton went to live with another Chief, 
which, I trufi, will not only be the means of gaining their af. 
feStions, but will likewife facilitate the knowledge of.the. lan- 
guage, which is of the greateft importance. After doing every 
thing in,our power for them with the Chiefs, and dividing the 
articles, we parted, with many tears on both fides. 

‘* We found, on our arrival at Macao, which was the arft 
of November, that we could not proceed to Wampoo, without 
an authority from the Hoppo, becaufe we had no cergo. Find. 
ing a fhip had been detained a month, I went to Canton, by 
which means we got permiflion, The 14th inftant anchored at 
Wampoo, ; 

“ I can give you no idea when we fhall leave this place. To 
me it is the werft part of the voyage, having to aflociate with 
the profeffed enemies of my Lord, and frequently | am the butt 
of the whole company.”
